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J'.-'Fii'st Lady Undecided 

- Whether to Give Picnic 
- • Or Garden Party 

How and where the King and 
■Queen of England sleep, what they 
eat or how much is of no concern 
.to the British Government so long 
as Their Majesties are safe, Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt revealed yes- 
terday at her press conference. 

Beset by indecision over whether 
her, royal guests will be feted with 
a' picnic or a garden party and- 
whether they will be fed hot dogs 
When they visit Hyde Park June 
11, Mrs. Roosevelt let it be known 
neither the British Government nor 
any individual Briton offered sug- 
gestions about entertainment. The 
government, however, will furnish 
two detectives from Scotland Yard 
to augment forces of the Secret 
Service in seeing that Their Maj- 
esties come to no harm at Hyde 
Park or at the White House. 

As for what they will eat. Mrs. 
Roosevelt revealed she was inclined 
to the picnic with hot dogs, while 
the President's mother. Mrs. James 
S. Roosevelt, favored a garden 
party. Hot dogs will be on the 
menu anyway, she said, if the 
weather isn't inn warm. 

Members of the royal party who 
Will Stay at the White House, it 
was announced, will be Lady Spen- 
cer, lady-in-waiting tn the Queen: 
Alan Lascelles. the King'- .-.ecrc- 
tary. and two Scotland Yard oper- j 
atives. two valets and two maids. 

The Roosevelt family will pro- 
vide the only exception to the 
"strictly official" list of guests for 
the State dinner and musicale the 
night of June 8. Mrs. Roosevelt 
said. They may include the Presi- 
dent's mother. Mr. and Mrs. James 
Roosevelt. Mr. and Mrs. Elliott 
Roosevelt. Franklin Roosevelt, jr.. 
and John Roosevelt. 

A special effort will be made to j 
obtain representative American ' 
artists for the evening's musicale. 
and -all who appear will be pre- 
sented to the King and Queen. Mrs. 
Roosevelt said. 

Meanwhile. Sir Ronald Lindsay. 
British Amba?>ador. has invited all 
Washington correspondent to at- 
tend a press conference at the Em- 
bassy at 10 a. m. today, in relation 
to the visit to Washington of the 
King and Queen. 

The Ambassador has not been in 
the habit of holding conferences 
with the press, and the invitation 
yesterday was taken to indicate that 
Str Ronald will supervise relations 
with the press during the royal 
visit.

As the King and Queen arrived | 
on this once gory field, they saw ; 
30,000 school children gathered be- j 
fore- them, shepherded by priests 
and nuns, and fluttering tiny flaES 
for all they were worth. In the daz- 
zle of color could be seen the Brit- 
. ish Union Jack, the French tri-color 
and the gold, white and purple of 
the Vatican. 

A band struck up a familiar tune — 
"God Save the King" to those in the 
Empire. "My Country 'Tis of Thee" 
to - us below the border — and the 
children began to sing. 

"Dieu sauve Le Roi,'' they chor- 
used. 

"En Lui nous avons foi " 

King George, who had seemed 
nervous earlier, tapping his sword 
hilt occasionally or touching his col- 
lar, smiled with genuine abandon, 
and the Queen, who smiles easier, 
did likewise.
